A farmer cannot afford to buy all off 
the plant food that his erop will use in 
its growth, then why should he buy 


anything that his soll will furnish to 


the crop in sufficient quantities? True. 
some crops will take more of a certain 
element of plunt food than another will, 
Some crops have the power of getting 


more food from a soll than others have. 


It is better to remedy this by adopting 
a judictous rotation of crops in which 
The 
legumes will supply” the nitrogen and 
help to keep up the numus supply. 

It is unfortunate for the farmer that 
the fertillzer munufaeturers bnve 
adopted the plan of recommending cer- 
tai mixtures fur special crops and 
thus to adupt the fertilizer to the crop 
rather than to sell the goods on their 
merits for the nitrogen, potash and 
phosphotous acid they contain and 
leave the farmer to select the goods 
best adapted to his soll and conditions. 


Making Denatured Alcohol. 

Denatured alcohol ls a good. thing, 
but up to date farmers of this coun- 
try have taken little interest In ninklug 
it. Tue rosy tennis that some people 
had in wh they saw a rævolutlon 
in the methods of producing lower. 
Tiches for the farmers in tha rotten 
petatoes and other, waste products of 
the farm have not come true. ‘The 
business. langulshes. : 

Alcohol. Is dearer than kerosene. Veo- 
ple have. not learned how to use al- 
cohol even if they were inclined to 
buy it at the price. 

There ‘has been very little farm- 
made alcohol because there are 10 
mull stills for furm use and because 
government rules governing the mu nu- 
facture are gu drastic and compllented 
thanks to the friends of Standart 
OM. in Congress thut nobody dares to 
go against them. 

Secretary Wilson, who bas always 
had great faith in the proposition. Is 
determined to help farmers to gat Inte 
the ‘business of making alcohol. and 
-will-equip-the-experlmetit-stations with- 
small stilis and teach the Interested 
ones how to do it.
